Where great advances have been made in pre- 
ventative medicine, our attitude towards crime 
remains old fashioned.

It has been no coincidence that the two world 
wais have been . followed by crime waves. 
Experienced in the last war, voices have been 
raised during this war warning that an inevitable 
result would he n repetition of the gaudy 2Q*s un- 
less steps were taken to prevent it. The voices 
were unheeded. In isolated instances, youth 
leaders, recreation groups, education centres 
have made stands against the inroads of criminal 
tendencies. Individually, they received only a 
small measure of the support they /needed. Much 
has yel to be done. 

The task ahead of schools, churches, youth or- 
ganizations and loaders is a mighty one. They 
must not only inculcate into their pupils and 

their members Die respect of law and the rights 
of others, but they must preach to the nation that 
crime can be prevented with the removal of 
slums, of economic injustices, with the provision 
.of adequate recreation and vocational centres, 
and above all, by education in respect for the 
rights of others.

Editor, The Era and Express: 
The Newmarket Era and Ex- 
press, issue, of Dec. 13, carried 

an account and editorial of the 
2 a.m. fire, Monday, Dec. 10, at 
the James Prior home, Srigley 
St., in Whitchurch. I am in- 
structed by the council of the 
township of Whitchurch to reply 
to these articles, and respect- 
fully ask that you print my let- 
ter in detail. 

Prior to 1937, Whitchurch was 
without any agreement whatso- 
ever, to fight fires in this muni- 
cipality. In some cases, the fire 
trucks came in from neighbor- 
ing municipalities on a volun- 
tary basis when called by the 
people who suffered the fire 
loss. In other cases, the sanc- 
tion of the reeve, councillor or 
clerk was required before any 
action was taken, with a result- 
ant further loss of property. 

To get away from this hit and 
miss method of fighting fires, 
the council, early in 1937, ap- 
pointed Councillor' Evans and 
myself as a committee to wait 
on the several fire departments 
to try and obtain agreements 
whereby the whole of the town- 
ship of Whitchurch would have 
adequate fire protection, sup- 
plied by the fire brigades of 
the neighboring municipalities, 
and said services to be paid out 
of the general fund of the 
municipality of Whitchurch. 

The town of Aurora consented 
to enter into an agreement with 
us to fight fires in an *area- 
from, and including Wilcox 
Lake to one mile north of Au- 
rora, and from Yonge St. to the 
5th con., at a rate of $40 for the 
first one and a half hours and 
$10 per hour thereafter; this 
agreement was signed on Sep- 
tember 17, 15)37, ,and renewed 
annually. All charges for fire 
calls were paid by a special 
levy on this area. 

Newmarket, through its Fire 
Chief Osborne, would not enter 
into an agreement or obligate 
the fire brigade in any way, 
statins it v/ould be only too glad 
to answer any calls in an area 
which Ihe business section of 
NVwrnaiket served without re- 
muneration. 

On May Hi, MM4, IteeVe l-eary 
received a communication from 
the mayor of Newmarket, en- 
closing & copy of a letter from 
the Newmarket fire brigade, 
suggesting that an area in Ihe 
township of Whitchurch could 
IK- covered by their Vre equip 
ment, and* that a retainer fee of 
$KW be charged the township, 
with an additional charge of 
$W for each call, and $10 per 
hour for time actually spent m 
fighting fketi. The letter \vas 
clearly labelled "a basis for dis- 
cission," and v/as litis first and 
only approach by Mcwmarkfl 
jjignifying its willingness lo ou- 
ter into a fire area a#re*:nm*it.

The proposal of the Newmar- 
ket brigade was not acceptable 
on the grounds that it was in no 
belter position today to fight 
outside fires than il was prior to 
1037, and that its "First Love" 
still remains the town of New- 
market. In our opinion it was 
an attempt to get an agreement 
similar to the Aurora agree- 
ment on its present equipment. 
Failing to accomplish this, the 
last outburst on the part of a 
few members of the Newmarket 
fire committee merely proves 
the desire of one or two persons 
there, to renew the age-old feud 
between Newmarket and Au- 
rora with the township of Whit* 
church as the cheese between 
the bread which roll Whitchurch 
refuses to play. 

The Aurora fire brigade has a 
responsibility, but not exclusive 
rights, in this area. 'Hie New-, 
market brigade will not be told
